LIFE IN ALASKA

Alaska’s fossil ficlds yielded 
n rich harvest to Dr Otto 
Willlam Geist, research associate 
in palacontology at the Univer- 
“ity of Alaska. .who has been 


divging and delving into th: 
remote past, 


Dr Geist returned to the 
University In October with more 
‘pr 1.500 pounds of Pleistocene 
fossil material from the Sewsrd 
Peninsula, which | juts out 
between the Bering and the 
* ukchi Seas, 


A further 500 pounds had

- SUPERBISON 


» While much of the unearthed 
Mate.iul was from mammoths, 
the palacontologists’ party ob- 
fuincd series of nine super- 
bison skulls. These came from 
the almost inaccessible Napolcon 
Creek, near the Yukon border. 


An wiusual modern specimen, 
obtained near Kiwallk Bay, was 
a 13-foot narwhal skeleton with 
on ivory tusk a yard Jong. This 
whale is usually found in North 
Atlantic waters round Baffin 
Hay in Greenland. Its rarity 
lh: Alncka Is indicated by the 
fuct that few tusks of this 
mammal have previously been 
feund here. i 


' Dr Geist belleves that an- 
| other narwhal killed the specl- 
men which he obtained, because 
he found the tip of a narwhal 
tusk embedded in the jaw, 


The narwhal in centuries past 
was a resident in northern 
Alaska waters. It's unique tusk, 
an elght-foot-long spiral growth 
thrusting forward from the left 
side of the mole’s upper Jaw, Is 
peculiar to this odd species. It 
i» sald to be ‘relnted to the 
Beluga, or White whale, which 
Js plentiful in Alaskan. waters.
